Witness: The Honourable John James Bowlen, Lieutenant 
Governor of Our Province of Alberta, in Our City of Edmonton, 
in Our Province of Alberta, this 26th day of July, in the year of 
Our Lord One Thousand Nine Hundred and Fifty-five, and in 
the Fourth year of Our Reign.

The Members having been duly sworn in by His Honour the 
Honourable the Lieutenant Governor and having subscribed to 
the Roll containing the Oath, took their seats. 


His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor 
entered the Assembly and took his seat on the Throne: 


The Provincial Secretary then said: 


“IT am commanded by His Honour the Honourable the Lieu- 
tenant Governor to inform you that he does not see fit to declare 
the causes of the summoning of the present Legislature of this 
Province until a Speaker of this Assembly shall have been 
chosen according to law; but today at the hour of 3:15 o’clock 
His Honour will declare the causes of the calling of this Legis- 
lature.” 


His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor then 
retired from the Assembly. 


The Premier, the Honourable Ernest C. Manning, addressing 
the Clerk, nominated Peter Dawson, Member for the Electoral 
Division of Little Bow, to take the Chair of this Assembly, as 
Speaker, seconded by the Honourable Dr. Cross. 


The Clerk, having asked if any Honourable Member had 
another name to propose as Speaker, and no other name being 
proposed, the Clerk of the Assembly then declared “that Peter 
Dawson, Honourable Member for Little Bow, is duly appointed 
Speaker of this Legislative Assembly according to law”. 


The Speaker retired, and re-entered the Assembly, robed, 
accompanied by His Mover and Seconder, and standing on the 
upper step of the dais, thanked the Assembly for the honour con- 
ferred upon him, as follows: 


Honourable Members: 


I appreciate the honour you have conferred upon me in 
electing me as Speaker of this Assembly. 


I realize the responsibilities and duties which rest upon the 
office of Speaker. I shall try to fulfil those duties to the best of 
my ability. With the co-operation of all we can uphold the dignity 
of this Assemly. I thank you. 
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The Speaker then took his seat and the Mace was placed on 
the table by the Sergeant-at-Arms. 


His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor re- 
turned to the Assembly and took his seat on the Throne. 


Mr. Speaker then said: 


“May it please Your Honour, the Legislative Assembly have 
elected me as their Speaker, though I am but little able to fulfil 
the important duties thus assigned to me. 


“If in the performance of those duties I should at any time 
fall into error, I pray that the fault may be imputed to me and 
not to the Assembly, whose servant I am, and who, through me, 
the better to enable them to discharge their duty to their Queen 
and Country, hereby claim all their endowed rights and privi- 
leges, especially, that they may have freedom of speech in their 
debates, access to your person at all seasonable times, and that 
their proceedings may receive from you the most favourable 
consideration.” 


The Provincial Secretary then said: 


“IT am commanded by His Honour the Honourable the Lieu- 
tenant Governor to declare to you that he freely confides in the 
duty and attachment of the Assembly to Her Majesty’s person 
and Government, and not doubting that their proceedings will 
be conducted with wisdom, temper and prudence, he grants and 
upon all occasions will recognize and allow their constitutional 
privileges. 


“T am commanded also to assure you that the Assembly 
shall have ready access to His Honour the Honourable the Lieu- 
tenant Governor upon all suitable occasions and all their proceed- 
ings as well as their work and actions will constantly receive 
from him the most favourable consideration.” 


His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor then 
read the following Speech from the Throne 


SPEECH FROM THE THRONE 
Mr. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY : 


I take pleasure in welcoming you to the First Session of the 
Thirteenth Legislature of the Province of Alberta. 


On this occasion, as Her Majesty’s representative, I wish to 
extend cordial greetings, especially to those Members who for 
the first time are present in this Assembly as representatives of 
the people of this Province. I am confident that all of you will 
discharge your legislative duties in a manner justifying the trust 
and confidence placed in you by your electors. 


It is my Government’s intention at this Session to submit for 
your consideration only that legislation which was not completed 
by the last Legislature and such other matters deemed to be of a 
particularly urgent nature. 
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As a tangible tribute to our senior citizens on the occasion 
of the Fiftieth anniversary of our Province, you will be asked 
to approve the payment of a Golden Jubilee monetary gift to 
recipients of provincial pensions and allowances. 


Your consideration will be requested for legislation respect- 
ing the marketing of agricultural products and for legislation 
designed to ensure the conservation and efficient use of land, 
forest and water resources of the Province. 


Amendments to The Gas Resources Preservation Act, The 
Public Service Pension Act and to The Vehicle and Highway 
Traffic Act also will be submitted for your approval. 


To clarify the statutory stipulations respecting the eligibility 
of citizens to serve as Members of the Legislature and to remove 
any doubt as to the validity of past legislation, you will be asked 
to approve certain amendments to The Legislative Assembly Act. 


I leave you now to your deliberations with confidence that 
you will faithfully discharge your duties and responsibilities 
with wisdom and despatch. I pray that Divine Providence will 
guide and bless your work. 


His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor then 
retired from the Assembly. 


Ordered, That the Honourable Mr. Manning have leave to 
introduce a Bill intituled ‘“‘An Act to amend The Gas Resources 
Preservation Act’’. 


He accordingly presented the said Bill and the same was 
received and read a First time, and 


Ordered, That the Bill be read a Second time tomorrow 
(Thursday). 


Mr. Speaker informed the Assembly that in order to prevent 
mistakes he had obtained a copy of the Speech of His Honour 
the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor, which was laid on the 
table of the Assembly.
